
 

Referendum Ordinance No._______ 

A REFERENDUM ORDINANCE AMENDING ARTICLE 27, SECTION 190 OF THE CHARTER 

OF THE CITY OF MEMPHIS, SAME BEING CHAPTER 11 OF THE ACTS OF 1879, AS 

AMENDED, AND RELATIVE TO AMENDMENTS THERETO PURSUANT TO THE 

PROVISIONS OF ARTICLE 11 SECTION 9 OF THE CONSTITUTION OF THE STATE OF 

TENNESSEE (HOME RULE AMENDMENT) TO ALLOW SPECIFIED PERSONNEL 

EMPLOYED WITH THE DIVISIONS OF POLICE AND FIRE SERVICES TO RESIDE WITHIN 

50 MILES FROM THE CITY OF MEMPHIS.  

WHEREAS, Section 190 of the Memphis City Charter was amended by Home Rule Ordinance 

No. 5345 and a referendum ordinance of November 2, 2010, was approved by the voters requiring that all 

employees must live and maintain a residence within the boundaries of Shelby County, Tennessee; and 

WHEREAS, Home Rule Ordinance 5345 applies to persons employed with the Memphis City 

Police Department and Fire Departments, negatively impacting the City’s ability to recruit and retain 

public safety employees; and 

WHEREAS, due to the critical need to fill the large number of public safety vacancies to ensure 

that proper emergency care is provided to the citizens of Memphis, to better approach proactive policing 

and to respond to the emergency needs of any individual residing within the boundaries, the divisions of 

Police and Fire Services will allow specific personnel to reside within 50 miles from the City of 

Memphis; and 

WHEREAS, the City Council deems this legislation to allow specific personnel employed with 

the division of Police and Fire Services to reside within 50 miles from the City of Memphis is prudent to 

move our great City forward for the safety, health, and welfare of our citizens. 

Section 1. Proposed Amendment 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF MEMPHIS 

and submitted by the City of Memphis to its qualified voters at the first county general, state and federal 

primary election, which shall be held in the City of Memphis on August 4, 2022, and which shall be held 

at least sixty (60) days after such publication: 

QUESTION: 

Shall the Charter of the City of Memphis, Tennessee be amended to create a new employee classification 

to include commissioned officers and employees in training to be commissioned officers within the 

Division of Police Services and state certified specified personnel and employees in training to be state 

certified specified personnel within the Division of Fire Services to be exempted from the residency 

provisions of the Memphis City Charter and allowed to reside within 50 miles from the City of Memphis 

and shall also be subject to the following provisions which shall replace the present Article 27, Section 

190, "which is hereby repealed in its entirety and the substitution in lieu thereof the following revised 

Article 27, Section 190, to read as follows: 



Article 27.  

 

Section 190. Employee Residency 

 

A. Employee Classifications 

 

1. Employees shall include persons employed by the City of Memphis or any of its department or 

divisions. 

2. Public Safety Commissioned Personnel shall mean and include commissioned and state certified 

employees within Police and Fire Services division and employees enrolled in programming to 

complete commission training and state certification within the Police and Fire Services Division. 

a. Commissioned Police Personnel shall include commissioned and state certified police 

officers. 

b. Commissioned Fire Personnel shall include state certified firefighters, emergency 

medical technicians, and paramedics. 

 

B. Residency 

 

1. All employees of the City of Memphis must reside within the county of Shelby, Tennessee. 

2. Public Safety Commissioned Personnel shall be exempt from the residency requirements and 

shall be allowed to reside within 50 miles from the City of Memphis. 

 

Section 2. Publication of Home Rule Amendment  

 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that the Comptroller is hereby directed to cause the Ordinance to be 

published pursuant to provisions of Article 11, Section 9 of the Constitution of the State of Tennessee. 

 

Section 3. Delivery to Election Commission  

 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that the Comptroller of the City of Memphis shall certify adoption of this 

Ordinance to the Shelby County Election Commission in charge of holding the county general, state and 

federal primary election on August 4, 2022, and request that this proposed amendment to the Home Rule 

Charter of the City of Memphis be placed on the ballot.  

 

Section 4. Proposal and preference  

 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that the Comptroller of the City of Memphis is hereby directed to deliver 

a copy of this Ordinance to the Shelby County Election Commission, together with a suggested proposal 

and the following form of preference to be placed on the ballot in an election to be held on the 4th day of 

August 2022:  

 

REFERENDUM ORDINANCE ALLOWING COMMISSIONED EMPLOYEES WITH THE 

DIVISIONS OF POLICE AND FIRE SERVICES TO BE EXEMPTED FROM THE RESIDENCY 

PROVISION AND ALLOWED TO RESIDE WITHIN 50 MILES FROM THE CITY OF MEMPHIS. 

 

Said ordinance of the City of Memphis was adopted on the day of                                   , 20  _, to provide 

for referendum vote on a Home Rule amendment to the Charter of the City of Memphis, to read as 

follows:  

 



Shall the Charter of the City of Memphis, Tennessee be amended to create a new employee classification 

to include commissioned officers and employees in training to be commissioned officers within the 

Division of Police Services and state certified specified personnel and employees in training to be state 

certified specified personnel within the Division of Fire Services to be exempted from the residency 

provisions of the Memphis City Charter and allowed to reside within 50 miles from the City of Memphis 

and shall also be subject to the following provisions which shall replace the present Article 27, Section 

190, "which is hereby repealed in its entirety and the substitution in lieu thereof the following revised 

Article 27, Section 190, to read as follows: 

 

Article 27.  

 

Section 190. Employee Residency 

 

A. Employee Classifications 

 

1. Employees shall include persons employed by the City of Memphis or any of its department or 

divisions. 

2. Public Safety Commissioned Personnel shall mean and include commissioned and state certified 

employees within Police and Fire Services division and employees enrolled in programming to 

complete commission training and state certification within the Police and Fire Services Division. 

a. Commissioned Police Personnel shall include commissioned and state certified police 

officers. 

b. Commissioned Fire Personnel shall include state certified firefighters, emergency 

medical technicians, and paramedics. 

 

 

 

B. Residency 

 

1. All employees of the City of Memphis must reside within the county of Shelby, Tennessee. 

2. Public Safety Commissioned Personnel shall be exempt from the residency requirements and 

shall be allowed to reside within 50 miles from the City of Memphis.

Section 5. Effective Date of Charter Amendment  

 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that this Ordinance shall take effect for the purposes set forth herein 

sixty (60) days after approval by a majority of the qualified voters voting thereon in an election to be held 

on the 4th day of August 2022, the public welfare, requiring it.  

 

Section 6. Certification of Results  

 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, That the Shelby County Election Commission certify the result of said 

election to the Comptroller of the City of Memphis, who shall see that said result is made a part of the 

Minutes of the Council of the City of Memphis.  

 



Section 7. Nonconflicting- Conflicting Laws  

 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that upon adoption of this Home Rule Amendment, all laws constituting 

the present Charter of the City of Memphis, not in conflict with this amendatory 

Home Rule Ordinance, be and the same are here continued in full force and effect, and all laws in conflict 

therewith are hereby repealed.  

 

Section 8. Severability  

 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that if any clause, section, paragraph, sentence or part of this Ordinance 

shall be held or declared to be unconstitutional and void, it shall not affect the remaining parts of this 

ordinance, it being hereby declared to be the legislative intent to have passed the remainder of this 

ordinance notwithstanding the parts so held to be invalid, if any.  

 

Section 9. Publication  

 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that this ordinance shall be published immediately after the adoption 

hereof.  

 

Section 10. Enactment of City Ordinance  

 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that this ordinance shall take effect from and after the date it shall have 

passed by the Council signed by the Chairman of the Council, certified and delivered to the office of the 

Mayor in writing by the Comptroller, and become effective as otherwise provided by law.

CITY OF MEMPHIS, TENNESSEE, ADOPTED ON AUGUST 10, 2010, AS AMENDED, KNOWN 

AS THE MEMPHIS AND SHELBY COUNTY UNIFIED DEVELOPMENT CODE, SO AS TO 

MAKE CERTAIN CHANGES IN THE USE DISTRICTS PROVIDED IN SAID ORDINANCE 

 
 
 

WHEREAS, a proposed amendment to the Memphis and Shelby County Unified Development 

Code, being Ordinance No. 5367 of the Code of Ordinances, City of Memphis, Tennessee, as amended, has 

been submitted to the Memphis and Shelby County Land Use Control Board for its recommendation, 

designated as Case Number: Z 22-01; and 

 

WHEREAS, the Memphis and Shelby County Land Use Control Board has filed its 

recommendation and the Division of Planning and Development has filed its report and recommendation 

with the Council of the City of Memphis; and 

 

WHEREAS, the Council of the City of Memphis has reviewed the aforementioned amendment 

pursuant to Tennessee Code Annotated Section 13-4-202(B)(2)(B)(iii) and has determined that said 

amendment is consistent with the Memphis 3.0 General Plan; and 

 

WHEREAS, the provisions of the Code of Ordinances, City of Memphis, Tennessee, as amended, 

relating to the proposed amendment, have been complied with. 

 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, BY THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 

MEMPHIS: 

 

SECTION 1:

The applicant is seeking approval to rezone the parcel from CA to EMP.  The intention is to develop the parcel 
for distribution and warehouse uses. 
The request does not meet the criteria of OSN, as the proposed use would be a warehouse, which is not 
included under open spaces and natural features typology. However, the parcel is surrounded by 
industrial/warehouses, there is no residential nearby, and it does not fall under any flood zone. The new 
development would not disrupt the current character of the area.

A RESOLUTION TO AMEND THE MEMPHIS CITY COUNCIL COMMUNITY GRANT 
PROGRAM FOR FY23 

WHEREAS, the Memphis City Council desires to promote community programming and improve 
neighborhoods; and 
 

WHEREAS, Tenn. Code Annotated § 6-64- 111, empowers the Memphis City Council to 
appropriate funds for the financial aid of nonprofit organizations working to promote the general welfare 
of Memphis residents; and 
 

WHEREAS, nonprofit organizations and citizens work together to meet the needs of Memphians 
in need by extending the reach of City of Memphis Services; and 
 

WHEREAS, The Memphis City Council recognizes nonprofit agencies as valued partners in the 
continuing efforts to improve the lives of Memphians; and 
 

WHEREAS, it is important to the members of the Memphis City Council to prioritize funding 
specialized programs congruent with the needs of the City, the Memphis City Council will be cognizant of 
financial requests that exceed more than thirty percent of their total operating budget; and 
 

WHEREAS, the Memphis City Council seeks to create a transparent process for the publication, 
application, and selection process for deserving nonprofit organizations within our City; and 
 

WHEREAS, government grants are funded by tax dollars, so stringent compliance and reporting 
measures will be in place to ensure the money is well-spent. 
 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that the Memphis City Council does hereby create 
the Memphis City Council Community Grant Program for Fiscal Year 2023 (“FY23”) (July 1, 2022 – June 
30, 2023), establishing a policy for meeting the needs of citizens and nonprofit requests for financial 
assistance as set forth below: 
 
Budget Hearings 

 
Nonprofit Organizations and Agencies working to improve the general welfare of citizens will have 

the opportunity to apply to the Memphis City Council Community Grant Program. The funding decisions 
of the Memphis City Council are final and subject to the availability of funds. 
 
Eligibility 

 
All applicants shall be a tax exempt 501(c)(3) organization, with an official address listed within 

the City of Memphis, that has been in operation under its tax-exempt status for two years prior to the 
application. The organization must provide proof of current programming and successful track record in 
providing the services for which they are requesting funding within the City of Memphis.  The funding 
requests should address one of the following City of Memphis priorities: Crime and Drug Prevention, Youth 
Empowerment, Economic Development, and Poverty. The organizations must be in compliance with State 
requirements and show proof of current certification status. The funds shall only be used for public use and 
applicants cannot be used for political activities, to support any election or campaign or political party; or 
to support any group or activity that discriminates based on race, color, religion, sex, national origin, 
disability, or age. The Memphis City Council will not accept financial requests that exceed more than thirty 
(30%) percent of the total operating budget as reported on the most recently filed and accepted Charitable 
Organizations filing, including IRS form 990EZ and 990.   



Application 
 
All agencies requesting funding shall submit a complete application and presentation. Proof of 

nonprofit status and financial information must be submitted with an application along with a presentation 
that further clarifies the goals the organization intends to accomplish with their requested funds.   
 
Only applications submitted during the application period will be considered for a Memphis City Council 
Community Grant for FY23.  
 
Applications and presentations shall be submitted online using a link on the Memphis City Council website 
or delivered to the Memphis City Council Office, Attn: City Council Budget Committee 125 N. Main St., 
Suite 514 Memphis, TN 38103. 
 
Applications will be available April 6– May 4, 2022. All completed applications must be submitted 
and received by Friday, May 4, 2022 at 12:00 p.m.   
 
 
Application Review 
 

All applications will be reviewed by the Memphis City Council staff. The staff will review 
applications to ensure all eligibility criteria are met. The staff shall then submit the list of qualified agencies 
for City Council Review during FY23 Budget Hearings. All applicants must submit the most recently filed 
and accepted Charitable Organizations filing, IRS Form 990EZ or 990, and a complete presentation, using 
the template provided by the City Council at the time of application submission. The name of the 
organization listed on the Charitable Organizations filing must match the applicant’s name. If the 
applicant’s name does not match the organization identified on the Charitable Organizations filing, 
the application will not be considered. The staff will evaluate applications and presentations to ensure all 
applications are complete, address a public need, show proof of current nonprofit status, and a demonstrated 
history of community involvement. Priority will be given to first-time applicants.  All documentation will 
be reviewed and verified through the IRS website https://www.irs.gov/charities-non-profits/annual-filing-
and-forms  

 
If any information contained in the application does not match the information provided to the IRS, 
the application will be null and void, and the applicant may not re-apply until the next fiscal year 
(FY2024).  
 
 
Budget Presentation 
 
All agencies presenting before the Budget Committee during the FY23 Budget Hearings will have an 
allotted time to make a budget presentation. The completed presentation template, submitted with the 
application, shall be used during the presentation. The template will include space to provide current contact 
information, how the requested funds will be used to enhance the quality of life for citizens, and financial 
reporting documents. 
 
 
Grant Disbursement 
 
Funds will be disbursed in two payments during the fiscal year. Upon completion of agreement between 
the grant recipient and the City of Memphis, fifty percent (50%) of the grant award will be disbursed. Grant

recipients must submit a mid-year grant report to the Memphis City Council and City of Memphis 
Finance Office by January 15, 2023. This report shall include an accounting of funds spent, proof of 
public use, and current nonprofit status. Upon favorable review of the mid-year report, the City of Memphis 
Finance Office will disburse the remaining fifty percent (50%) of the grant award. Grant recipients shall 
submit a final grant report by May 1, 2023.  
 
Failure to submit a mid-year grant report by the deadline may result in forfeiture of the remaining 
grant award to be disbursed.  
 
Any approved applications for grant funds will be included in the FY23 Budget. All grant recipients are 
required to comply with the guidelines set forth by the City of Memphis Finance Office. Failure to comply 
with the guidelines required by the Finance Division may result in forfeiture of the grant award. 
Every grant recipient must accept the funds and complete an agreement with the City of Memphis Finance 
Department. 
 

THEREFORE, BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Memphis City Council, as a whole, will 
distribute the $2,600,000 in Grant funding during the FY23 Budget Hearings from Community Initiatives 
Grants line item included in the Administration FY23 Budget Proposal, and each Council Member shall 
allocate at least seventy-five (75%) percent of his or her allotted funds during the initial budget hearings 
for FY23.

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RESOLUTION ESTABLISHING A METROPOLITAN GOVERNMENT CHARTER 

COMMISSION, AUTHORIZING THE MAYOR TO APPOINT MEMBERS; 

ESTABLISHING A VETTING PROCESS; REQUESTING THE COUNTY 

COMMISSION ADOPT A SIMILAR RESOLUTION; AMENDING THE FY2022 

OPERATING BUDGET; AND APPROPRIATING FUNDS 

 

WHEREAS, the citizens of Shelby County and the City of Memphis are  

are demanding a more effective, efficient, and streamlined government that prepares and 

positions Memphis and Shelby County to address the current economic crisis and the increasing 

competition for new jobs and economic expansion; and 

WHEREAS, Tennessee Code Annotated Section 7-2-101 et seq. allows for the  

merger of Shelby County Government with City of Memphis Government if approved by a 

majority of the voters of Memphis in a referendum and a majority of the voters of  

Shelby County outside Memphis in a separate referendum held on the same day; and 

WHEREAS, Tennessee Code Annotated Section 7-2-101 et seq. provides the  

vehicle for Memphis and Shelby County to build a new government from the ground up, a new 

government that is simpler, more understandable, more responsive, and more accountable; and 

WHEREAS, Tennessee Code Annotated Section 7-2-101 et seq. provides for the formation of a 

metropolitan government charter commission to prepare a vision for a new merged government 

known in the general law as a metropolitan form of government; and 

WHEREAS, an efficient new government gives Memphis and Shelby County a  

fresh start and eliminates bureaucracy, because every dollar spent on duplication and  

fragmentation is a dollar that can't be spent educating a child, protecting neighborhoods, and 

strengthening families; and 

WHEREAS, a new government can eliminate the cumbersome red tape that  

results in lost opportunities for new jobs and economic growth; and  

WHEREAS, the Memphis and Shelby County Charter Commission will be charged with creating 

a new government that has the capacity and authority to develop programs to make our 

community safer, to revitalize our neighborhoods, to fight  

corruption, and to create jobs that will keep our young adults here; and 

WHEREAS, Memphis and Shelby County is being outpaced by peer cities like  

Nashville, Indianapolis, Jacksonville, and Louisville, whose merged governments can  

act more entrepreneurially and make decisions more quickly, but most importantly, act  

with one vision that promotes unity for the future; and 

WHEREAS, Memphis and Shelby County have two large governments doing the job of one and 

doing nothing is not an option in the face of the historic challenges  

confronting our community; and 

WHEREAS, the people of Memphis and Shelby County are anxious to have a  

voice in how their government is run and they deserve the right to vote on their  

government's future; and 

WHEREAS, because state law provides that the County Mayor will appoint ten  

members and the City Mayor will appoint five members to the metropolitan government  
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charter commission, it is the desire of the City Council that the vetting process for  

selecting members include, but not be limited to, the receipt of an application by the  

County and City Mayors for their respective nominees and an interview of the nominees  

by the respective legislative bodies; and 

WHEREAS, the separate appointments by the City Mayor and the County Mayor shall be made 

and confirmed within thirty (30) days after the consolidation resolution is submitted to their 

respective governing bodies for adoption; and 

WHEREAS, the resolutions appointing the City Mayor's nominees should authorize a majority 

of the members of the metropolitan government charter commission to defer its  organizational 

meeting until November 1, 2021 which would require the metropolitan government charter 

commission perform its work between November 1, 2021 and August 1, 2022 in accordance 

with state law; and 

WHEREAS, it is also the desire of the City Council that the proposed charter be  

filed not less than 80 days nor more than 100 days before the November 1, 2022  

statewide election and, to ensure that the proposed charter is filed during that time  

period,; and 

WHEREAS, the actions and final conclusions of such a commission should be  

subject to absolute transparency and full disclosure of all changes and ramifications of  

the passage of such document and the members of the metropolitan government  

charter commission shall appear before the Memphis City Council prior to any final vote of the 

metropolitan government charter commission for the purpose of educating the public and 

answering questions regarding the proposed charter; and 

WHEREAS, it is further the desire of the City Council that the resolution  

appointing members to the metropolitan government charter commission direct said  

members to file the proposed charter on August 1, 2022; and 

WHEREAS, Tennessee Code Annotated Section 7-2-104 requires that whenever  

a metropolitan government charter commission is formed, it is the duty of the legislative  

body of the county to appropriate at least twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000.00), but  

not more than fifty thousand dollars ($50,000.00), to defray the expenses of the charter  

commission, which will require an amendment to the county general fund budget; and 

WHEREAS, funds should be transferred to an account that will be utilized for the expenses of 

the metropolitan charter commission created herein. 

 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE MEMPHIS CITY COUNCIL  

that the Memphis and Shelby County Charter Commission is hereby established  

pursuant to Tennessee Code Annotated, Title 7, Chapter 2, to propose to the voters of the City of 

Memphis and Shelby County the merger of the governmental and corporate functions of the City 

of Memphis and Shelby County, and the creation of a new metropolitan government that 

responds to the needs of the community in its services and vision. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Mayor of City of Memphis is hereby  

authorized to nominate for appointment five (5) members of the metropolitan government 

charter commission, and to present all nominees, together with biographical and background 

information about each nominee, to the members of the Council’s Personnel, Intergovernmental 
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and Annexation Committee for an interview within twenty-one (21) days after this resolution 

was presented to the Council for adoption at one of its regular meetings; 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Mayor of Memphis is hereby authorized to appoint 

persons to the metropolitan government charter commission who are broadly representative of 

Memphis in accordance with state law. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the City Council shall vote to confirm the City Mayor’s 

nominees within thirty (30) days after this resolution was presented to the Council for adoption 

at one of its regular meetings; 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the metropolitan government charter commission shall 

perform its work in the manner established by general state law and the resolution appointing its 

members. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that members of the metropolitan government  

charter commission shall not receive per diem or other compensation for their services, except 

reimbursement of actual expenses incurred by members in carrying out their  

duties as members of the metropolitan government charter commission. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the FY2022 Operating Budget is hereby  

amended to establish a line item budget of $50,000 for the Memphis and Shelby County  

Charter Commission and said funds are hereby appropriated. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that:  

1.   This resolution shall take effect upon approval of a substantially similar resolution by the Board of 

County Commissioners of Shelby County, Tennessee, or upon its approval, whichever occurs last, the 

public welfare requiring it.  

2.  Certified copies of this resolution shall be sent by Council Records to the Mayor and Clerk of Shelby 

County and to the Mayors and Clerks of the Cities and Towns of Memphis, Arlington, Bartlett, 

Collierville, Germantown, Lakeland and Millington respectively.  

3.  The Council Staff is authorized to provide information and assistance to the staff of Board of 

Commissioner, if requested, regarding the consolidation process, including a propose form of 

resolution.
